^.Washington — This isr'the week 
which marks the tenth anniversary of 
the,entry of the United States into the 


«• world war. It is no exaggeration to 


say that while here and there are rem- 
nants of war activity, particularly in 


- the large bureaus of the administra- 


tion of veterans' affairs, tho war has 
been almost forgotten. 
The war hate- which, of course, did 


Vnot reach the same intensity here as 


abroad,1- has disappeared. The German 
ambassador mingles with the other 
members of the diplomatic corps, the 
British and the Belgian ambassadors 
just as in pre-war days.' In fact, on 
Feb. 3. the day on which the United 
States just ten years ago severed dip- 
lomatic relations with Germany, there 
was a. reception at the German em- 
bassy attended by official Washington 
and hardly a thought was given to the 
fateful anniversary which that very 
day marked. 
Arid with the vanishing of war hate 


so have other aspects ot^the T%ar been 
'suddenly- erased, for; example;-.theory 
that Germany nevB^could;pay-tepaira- 
tions, which five years ago agitated 
publicists and economists throughout 
the world, has been su'perceded by a 
remarkable confidence in the ability of 
Germany to pay, especially since the 
Dawes plan brought out a workable 
formula. It js a curious paradox, but 
tehre exists a good deal more confi- 
dence here that Germany will pay her 
war debt than will Frnacc. Perhaps, it 
is because the will to pay has been 
strongly implanted in the German 
mind whereas the politicians in France 
have not yet permitted the French 
people to know that the war debt must 
be paid by more taxation.

Few of the outstanding personal- 


ities who took part in war activity are 
btill here. Eugene Meyer, who handled 
the War Finance corporation, is stil 
watching the affairs of that institu- 
tion, for it still has loans that must 
some day be liquidated. Herbert Hoov- 
er, who came here as food adminis- 


9 trator. has been serving: almost con- 


tinually since the war. He still retains 
some of the spirit of war-time," the 
readiness to break through red tape 
and do new things with governmcnta 
machinery.

Fears for Americans in north China, 


territory which is expected to be in- 
vaded soon by Cantonese nationalist 
troops, have spread among officials but 
President Coolidge has been assured 
that adequate protection for them Is 
being provided. 


While evacuation of Americans In 


south China is being- rapidly carried 
on, with concentration at Shanghai, it 
was said Tuesday at the White House 
the President has been told that Amer- 
icans in north China are to be concen- 
trated at Tientsin as the center which 
could most readily be afforded the pro- 
tection of American warships and 
troops. At Tientsin there Is a force 
of approximately 800 American sol- 
diers as a guard for the PekingTient- 
sin railroad which would serve as a 
nucleus for American forces in the 
event it becomes necessary to assem- 
ble this country's citizens there. 


The president has not-been advised 


of any- change oC^jthe ;plan^df coopera- 
tion between ^American'"and other na- 
val officers in the waters for the pro- 
tection of nationals of all interested 
countries, ft was said. As he under- 
stands it citizens of all foreign coun- 
tries are being assembled at Shanghai 
and their protection is being divided as 
evenly as possible among the various 
naval forces there.

PROTECTION FOR THE FARMER 


Assemblyman Thomas Duncan of Mil- 


waukee has submitted to the legislature 
a resolution urging congress to revise the 
tariff to give agriculture benefits corre- 
sponding to those given the manufactur- 
ing industry by our protective system.

The present tariff law not only mulcts every 


buyer of a trust-protected article but also, by 
shutting out manufacturers from the rest of the 
world makes It almost impossible for foreigners 
to buy foodstuffs from this country for which 
they must pay in goods.

ZONING AGAIN UPHELD 


1'or the second time the supreme court 


of the United States has upheld zoning 
ordinances of 
municipalities which 
at- 


tempt to restrict certain sections for cer- 
tain purposes, such as garage, residential, 
office buildings, and so on. The first case 
was'onc arising in Euclid. Ohio, and here 
the supreme court swept aside ancient 
prejudices and 
precedents and stated 


definitely that cognizance must be taken 
of changed conditions and the increased 
complexities of urban life. 
The court 


held that the zoning ordinance in purpose 
and intent was strictly within the Con- 
stitution of .the United States. 


Xow, for a second time, a zoning or- 


dinance has been upheld, this time in 
Minneapolis where a writ of mandamus 
was sought to compel the building in- 
spector to issue a permit for a four story 
apartment building in a zone from which 
such structures arc barred by the city's 
zoning ordinance. Let us hope that this 
will settle the controversy and that var- 
ious states will now amend their statutes 
so as to provide complete state legality 
for the zoning measures. 


As civilization has brought man in clos- 


er and closer contact with his neighbor it 
has been found necessary to take from 
the individual certain rights and priv- 
ileges in order that the greater Jiberty of 
the city, state and nation Anight be assur- 
ed. 
It is with this thought in mind that 


zoning ordinances are enacted, that by 
slightly curbing the privileges of a few, 
the people of a community as a whole will 
benefit greatl}-.

Zoning is a question of beaut}-,'sym- 


metry and efficiencyr" It is not so much 
an arbitrary movement to bar-things as 
it is a move to create better things and to 
promote conditions that will be of great- 
est benefit to the greatest number.

AN UNSUNG MARTYR 


Scientists and medical men are concert- 


ing their efforts to raise §5,000 for the 
relief of John R. Kissinger, former private 
in the United States Army, who, ,with 
John J. Moran, subjected himself to in- 
fection by the yellow fever mosquito in 
Cuba in 1900 so that the Yellow Fever 
commission, headed by Major Walter 
Reed, could make the epochal 
experi- 


ments which finally led to the eradication 
of this virulent disease. 


His was an act of outstanding courage 


and splendid disregard for personal dan-- 
ger or consequences. 
The story of his 


sacrifice is a moving one. The incident 
took place at the Post Hospital, Colum- 
bia Barracks, Quemados, Cuba, in 1900. 
Kissinger overheard Dr. Reed, then a 
major in the hospital corps, say that only 
experimentation on human beings could 
solve the yellow fever menace and that it 
would be an impossible task to" find any- 
one to offer himself for that purpose. 


After thinking the matter over, Kis- 


singer came forward and offered himself 
for infection. 
Astounded, Major Reed 


carefully explained the great 
personal 


danger involved but without 
changing 


Kissinger's mind. ^Becoming-convinced 
that the man was sincere, Major Reed 
stepped back, saluted Kissinger and said, 
"This exhibition of moral courage has 
never been surpassed in the annals of the 
United States." 


Now this hero, broken in body and 


mind as the result of the infection by 
which the world became free of yellow 
fever, is in actual want. His wife, who 
for many years has supported the family 
in various ways, no\v is an invalid, too. 
Once, in the flush of young manhood, 
Kissinger refused financial reward for his 
truly heroic act but the years have laid 
him low and it is up to America who al- 
ways loves a brave man. to come to the 
aid of one who has given so much to his 
country and to humanitv. 


his grandchildren to read in the archives of the 
state library 50 vears hence that their grandfather 
was expelled from the North Carolina Medical so- 
ciety.

in their earlier stasres. even now. they sometimes 
masquerade as "colds" under *he dillv dally actics 
of the physician or health officer who still believes 
in "colds."

They can think about 
what may happeen to them thirty or 
forty years from now who- they are 
old and decrepit and need the com- 
pensation that is doled out to-them 
by a more or less grateful Govern- 
ment. 


The late Congress 
departed 
this 


vale of tears on March 4 last, and it 
is not of record that its departing 
grieved anybody to the point of plac- 
ing a lily in-its hand or a wreath on 
its bier. It passed away In such a tur- 
moil that it neglected to pass a defi- 
ciency appropriation bill that made 
provision for the pensioners of the 
United States, a matter of some $35,- 
000,000. 


These pensioners include the 493.- 


000 veterans of the Civil, Indian, and 
Spanish wars, the Army and Navy, 
and their widows, who still have a 
claim upon the United States. Con- 
gress ignored this claim by failing to 
provide the money necessary to pay 
their pensions for the months of May 
and June. Many of them, -according 
to information available here ;are 
wholly 'dependent upon their pen- 
sions, and for all that the national 
legislators did for them, they would 
be up against'the proposition of • go- 
ing without food or housing for two 
months. 


Fortunately for them, however, the 


comptroller of the Treasury, Mr. Mc- 
Carl, has found a way to take care 
of the pensioners., Funds that will be 
available oa July 1 next, the begin- 
ning- of the next fiscal year, will be 
used, thus creating another deficien- 
cy. 


This thing of anticipating appropri- 


ations, which is another term 
for 


creating deficiencies, has been very 
much frowned upon by those who 
hold" the Government's purse strings, 
and particularly by Mr. McCarl, who 
is regarded in Washington as decided- 
ly hard-boiled and who can find ten 
reasons for not permitting an ex- 
penditure to ono for authorizing it. 
But when the emergency arose of 
providing for the veterans, ho found 
a, way to do it. 


MOST OF THEM VERY OLD 


Most of these pensioners ore very 


old. When it is recalled that the Civil 
War was over almost 63 years ago It 
will be realized that few" of the sur- 
vivors can be under eighty years of 
age. including even those who went 
into the conflict in its last year. 
Widows ot Civil War veterans arc al- 
most equally aged, as arc the sun-Iv- 
ors and pensioners of the Indian 


wars. Spanish War veterans are not 
so old, but there are not" man>; of 
them on the pension rolls. v 


So it seems that for tho first time 


Congrebs decided that the old soldier- 
vote is nothing to s>it up nights .and 
worry ovevr any more. It has •-be- 
come an almost negligible-facttui'both 
in primaries and in elections. Appeal- 
ing to it does not put a man into of- 
fice, nor docs ignoring -or offending 
it keep a man from getting his name 
on the public payroll. 


Time was, however, when the first 


concern of Congress at every session 
was to see that the "old soldier'"' was 
considered in his relation to all legis- 
lation and when appropriatio-.s -af- 
fecting veterans were.,made prac- 
tically the first order .-of business in 
both houses.

Those were the days' when the can- 


didate for office* had'to have a war 
record, whether he aspired to' be 
president of the United States or a 
justice of the peace, "I vote as" I. shot," 
was the campaign slogan of liepub- 
licans in the North, and similarly of 
Democrats in the South. An empty 
sleeve or a peg leg, or cork leg, was 
looked upon as a badge .of courage 
and daring and was far more of a 
political asset than a row of n edals. 


The story is told, in fact, of a man 


out in Indiana who got himself elect-

terms as county clerk on the strength 
of the argument that he had lost an 
arm in the war between the States.

Three years ago the Bureau had 


1189 employees;' last year this force 
had been reduced to 774 wi. t an an- 
nual salary sa\ing of $321,000. For 
many years the Bureau maintained a 
special section for the -handlingyof 
mail from- Congressmen •— an 
"evi- 


dence, by the way, of the importance 
that members of Congress attached to 
the "soldier vote" — but -this sec- 
tion, has-now .been abolished with a 
saving eachiyear- of approximately 
$35,000. This change in the adminis- 
tration-of the Bureau, as well as the 
failure to pass the deficiency bill at 
the last session, emphasizes strikingly 
the changed attitude of politicians to- 
ward the old sojdier. 


One of the rcforms--~-recently 
in- 


stituted in the Bureau that is ap- 
preciated by pensioners is a new mail- 
ins system whereljy every pensioner 
receives his check on the fourth day 
•of each month. Formerly pension pay- 
ments were made quarterly and pen- 
sion checks were received irregularly 
anf on different dates by pensioners 
in different sections of the 
United 


States. Nor do any pensioners have 
to execute vouchers now before they 
can receive their payments. This is 
a material saving of time, 
trouble, 


and money to a considerable number 
of veterans.

Mr. Winter was not raising 
Diirocs long before Emily deserted 
the kitchen and began tagging her fa- 
ther, and soon helping feed and othor- 
wise care for the pigs. She soon be- 
came intensely interested and could 
tell at a glance whether a pig was 
doing its best or only marki.ig time 
as a result of his rations, environ- 
ment and treatment. If there was a 
chance for improvement, she soon 
knew it. She can pick out the good, 
better and best pigs in a drove with 
the accuracy of a judge at a county 
fair.

buyers should order the hay on the 
basis of quality, that is. Nt>. 1, " vf 
3 government grades of tho variety 
that is wanted. When the hay arrives 
at destination and turns out to be 
what was ordered, the contract is nat- 
urally closed, but if the buyer feels 
that the quality is not what was or- 
dered, he can ask for inspection which 
will be furnished within a reasonable 
time at a fee of §2.50 per car. If the 
buyer is correct in his estimate of the 
quality of the hay shipment and the 
inspector so-reports, the seller is com- 
pelled to make a readjustment but if 
tho buyer is wrong then he has no re- 
course and must pay for the hay on 
the basis of the contract.
